jets Charges of the War; The'c, are 
great Exdearmenis to your People, and aakes us 
ambiiious co offer thofe Lives and Eftates to your 
Majeities Service, to which, Madam, you have the 
beit right by their Prefervation. Thefe, Madam, 
arethe humble and thankful Acknowledgments of 
your moft Dutiful and Loyal Subjects, in teftimony 
whereof we have hereunto fet our Gommon Seal; 
this 13th Day of Auguft 1708. .

Reggio, July 18. The greateft Part of the Am- 
munition which was brought hither from Naples, 
is ent back thither ; from which ’tis {uppos’d that 
the Expedition againft Sicily will not be undertaken 
tillnext Summer. Tie Man of War of the Prince 
de Montefarchio has furpriz’d and burnt 2 Privateers 
of Meffina in the Mouth of ihe Harbour of Tropea, 
and fent their Crews Prifouers to Coffenza. A good 
Number of German Troops which were come into 
Calabria, are march’d to the Abruzzo, te garrifon 
the Places on the Frontier of the Eccietiaft:cal State, 

From the Leiden Gazette, da‘ed Aug. 24. 

ten 31. The 27th Inftant Cardinal Gri- 
Mani our Viceroy recciv’d an Exprefs difpatch'd from 
Milan, wich the welcome News of the Victory gain’d 
over the French near Audenarde in Flanders the 11th 
of this Month. Upon which his Eminency went 
next Day in great State to our Cathedral Church, 
and caus’d Te Deum vo be fung Mufick, the Can- 
non of all our Caftles giving a tiple Salvo. A few 
Days ago his Eminency caus'd the Emperour’s Birth- 
Day to be celebrated with great Magnificence : An 

ntertainment was made at the Palsce, to which all 
the Nobility were invited ; and Fountains ran Wine 
for the Fopulace, to whom Bread and otber Eatables 
Were ciftribured. We grow daily more and more 
fenfible of his Eminency's good Government, Juftice 
being impartially adminiftred co all, and the Troops 
regularly paid. The 26th 4 French Galleys and 2 
Brigantines appear'd off Pofilippo; and Dor Tiberio 
Caraffa, who is on board one of thofe Galleys, caus'd 
4° Cannon-fhot to be fir'd againft the Houfe of 
Duke Alvito whofe fworn Enemy he is. Afterwards 
be approach’d our Gaftles, and fir'd feveral Cannon 


fhor againft that del Ovo; but our Artillery anfwer- 
ing him, he was oblig’d to make off with Expedi- 
tion, after having taken fome freth Provifions out of 
2 Feluccas. Lhe next Day he was feen in the 
Height of Polinicero ; which has put us under Ap- 
prehenfion for the Tar.ans which we expect from 
Calabria laden with Corn, under Convoy of the 
Man of War of the Chevalier Pailavicino. 

Rome, Aug. 4. The new Levies are carried ‘on 
diligently throughout the Ecclefiaftical State ; and 
two Days ago the Pope {aw a Company of Giena- 
diers exercife. It has been refolv’d to add fome 
new Works to Port Urbino, and to ftrengthen it 
with Pallifades. The Duke of Modena has en- 
creas'd the Pay of bis Troops; and has likewife 
made an Augmentation of twenty Men to each 
Company and Troop of his Forces. His Highnefs 
is likewife about to raife a Regiment of 500 Cui- 
rafliers ; and to cal] home all bis Subjects who are 
in the Service of forreign Poteniates, on the Penalty 
of Confifcation of their Eftates. 

From the Antwerp Courant, dated Aug. 24. 

Ferrara, Aug. 3. The Imperialifts have mark’d 
out three new Half- Moons for firengihening Comac- 
chio, and bave fent for i2 Picces of Cannon from 
Mancua. [he Govervor of this City for the Pope 
admus the Germsn Officers in the Day-time, 
to furnifh themilves with any thing they 
want, Arms and Ammuricion excepred; but they 
are not fuffer’d to pafs the Night here. The 1ift In- 
ftant at Night 250 Fforfe in the Pope’s Service,who 
were coming hitber out of the Bolognefe with fome 
Waggons lozded with Cloaths for our Garrifon ; 
were on a {udden fer upon near Bentivoglio by fome 
Germans, and go of them were kili'd 5; but the reft 
came off, tho’ in great Dilorder, and have broughe 
the Waggons hither with them, Hereupon the 
Cardinal Legare has fent an Officer to the 
Commandant of the Imperislifs in Comacchio, 
to demand whether this Hoftiliry was commitred 
by his Order ; bur he rerurn’d Anfwer in very civil 
Terms, that ir was done abfolutely withour his 
Knowledge, and that he would feverely punith the 
Offenders. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated Aug. 24. 

Ferrara, Aug. 8. ‘Lo Day arriv’d here a reine 
forcement of 300 Men from Urbino. ’Tis talk’d 
there is a Defign of augmenting with new Works 
the Fortifications of our Citadel, and to that end to 
pull down feveral Houfes of the City that are next 
adjoyning to the Citadel; but the Value of thofe 
Houfes will be paid to the Proprietors; and a large 
Subterranean *4agazine will be made in the Citadel, 
with Vaults ftrong enomgh to bear the Fall of the 
heavieft Bombs. The Imperialifis are fortifying 
Comacchio with Cannon, and providing large Ma- 
gazines of Corn and Hay; and their Forces aug- 
ment daily in this Province of Ferrara ; fo that they 
feem determin’d to maintain rbeir Footing in ir. 

From the Amft. and Leid. Gaz. dated Aug. 24. 

Venice, Aug. 10. The Pope having lately written 
a Letrer to this Republick, concerning his Difpute 
(cis fuppos’d) with the Imperial Court, it was ma- 
turely confider’d by our Regency, and an Anfwer 
was return’d toitby the Doge. They write from 
Mantua, that the Imperial Adminiftrators went the 
6th to Mirandola, to receive from the Magiftrares 
an Oath of Fidelity to the Emperour. The Impe- 
rialifts furnith Comacchio with Cannon from Miran- 
dola. The Pope has given Order for fortifying La- 

a-Scuro, and fome other Pofts.

Perpignan, Aug. 10. Yetterday Te Deum was fung 
bere tor the taking of Lortufa, and a tnpple Dif- 
charge was made of our Artiiery. We have Ad- 
vice hers, thar King Charles having rcceiy'd trom 
liaiy a Reisforcement of about 6000 Men, caus'd 
them to march immedsately towards Manrefla, to 
observe the Army under the Duke of Orleans; 
which was moving towaras Urgel, with Defign (’\is 
beliew’d) to undertake the Si.ges of Vicq aad Gi- 
seae in September. ‘The Duke de Noailles is at 
preicnt encamp'd with his Troops near Tardera ; 
but ‘tis faid he will go and encamp near Villafranca 
and St. Martin de Canigo, not oxly for the Cunve- 
nieace of fuplying bis Cavalry with Forrage, but to 
juyn the more eafily if Occafion require the Army 
of the Duke of Orleans. Tue Garrifon 
of Girone bave made an Excurfion clear up ro Ro- 
fes, and carry'd off a greac Number of Cattle and 
Huorles. 

Montpelier, t1. 1200 Horfe, derath’d 
from Routliilon by the Duke de Noailles to rein- 
force the Acmy commanded by the Marfhal de Vil- 
levs, came the gih Inftancin the Evening to Som- 
muicres berween this City and Nifmes; halted there 
Yetterday, and this Morning pais’d the Rhone at 
Pont Ss Kiprit, to purfee their March with all poffi- 
ble Expedition to Grenoble. 


Plymouth, Aug.t7. Yefterday fail’d a Dutch Man 
of War and 2 Mcichaov-Saips for Amfterdam. This 
Day came in the Concordia a Ducca Privaceer with 
2 Prizes, viz. 2 Privaceer cf 8 Guns; and the other 
with Sugar, Brandy,and Salt for Dunkirk, 

Yarmouth, Aug. 18. This Mcraing fail’d our of 
thefe Roads to the Southward abonr 200 Sail of 
laden Colliers and Coafters with her Majzity’s Ship 
the Norwich ; and the Jofeph of London, Captain 
Rogers Commander from Jamaica, but laft from 
Tinmouth Haven.

‘the Seaford, Cap. Markly. Another Ship, Cap. 
Markly, for London. A Brigantine, Capr. Jolly for 
Liverpool. Thofs «fcap'd are, The Dorfet Brigan- 
tine of, London,rhe Wiliam Galley of Liverpool, two 
New-York Sbips,and the Leopard above-mention’d. 
The 6 #rench Men of War bad with them 17 Ships, 
fappos’d co be moft Merchant-Men (under their 
Convoy ) and Privateers.
